Im the higher schools things are bet 
ter; and there are four Gymnasia in Greece, hike 
oor Collegee—one at Athens, one at Corinth, one 
in the island of Syra, aad one in that of Negropant- 
Toere is aa University at Athens, for which rich 
Greeks abroad have done much. One gave $100, 
000 to the University, and another $100,000 to the 
schools. A third $40 000 or $50 000 for an Obser 
vatory, and $100,000 for a library. There are 
many distinguisbed Professors in the U civersity 
but they are mostly educated in other Earopesn 
countries ; and there are 250 students. At Athens, 
young men who ere clerks in stores, go to the 
Unversity, listen te lecteres on histery or polit 
cal economy, and then return to their busisess.
